Make Venice accountable 


There is growing public restlessness over the way Venice 
government is operating the McKinley Bridge, the 80-year- 
old structure that crosses the Mississippi River to connect 
the community with north St. Louis. 

Venice officials have given the public many reasons to 
believe that they are no longer accountable for the bridge’s 
toll-collection program. Examples: 

eWe reported last fall that a toll collector was suspended 
for 30 days and ordered to make restitution for missing 
bridge funds. Later, all city employees were required to'sign 
a letter notifying them that any workers found to be stealing 
from the city would be fired and prosecuted. 

°On April 10, the City Council fired a collector — not the 
same one as the employee suspended in 1989. No formal 
reason was given for him being discharged. Asked if the toll 
taker would be prosecuted, Mayor Tyrone Echols said, ‘‘Not 
that I heard.’’ A police spokesman said his department had 
not been asked to investigate toll thefts. o a 

eAuthorities believe that “‘recycling’’ old bridge tickets 
may have been utilized to temporarily obscure the fact that 
eash and tickets collected did not equal the actual number of 
fares received from motorists. 

Operators of some trucks say that, when receipts are 
requested, drivers sometimes are handed batches of 
receipts. This would seem to indicate that procedures are, at 
best, too loose and unverifiable or, at worst, so careless as to 
defy proper monitoring of traffic volume and income. 

We have made repeated efforts to learn if there are 
plausible explanations. Several officials have failed to return 
calls and/or referred questions to others and/or replied that 
facts were unknown and/or said the information either could 
not be divulged or should not be disclosed. ‘'I’m not at liberty 
to say anything’’ was one of the answers given. Another was 
that “it was an internal (bridge) investigation.”’ 

What’s going on? Who are officials accountable to, if not the 
public and-the bond holders? This can’t just be attributed to 
overly zealous attempts to protect the reputation of the 
bridge or specific individuals. McKinley’s image right now 
couldn’t be much lower. . 

Consider the principle that is at stake, and the principal of 
the bridge debt, too. And the obvious need to fix up the bridge 
before it falls apart or becomes too rough to use. 

If only one penny had. been misplaced, we say it is 
important. Every penny that could- be applied to bridge 
maintenance ought to be spent constructively. 

It isn’t fair to commuters and travelers to have to drive 
through the toll plaza and hand over money that they aren’t 
confident will be counted and used to make the bridge better 
or to ease the municipal budget squeeze. 

Unless leaders act now to provide convincing evidence that 
the bridge is being run well, there are sure to be increasing 
demands by citizens to speed up state ownership and the 
resulting inflow of motor fuel tax funds forrepairs. ~-

On April 3 the U.S. Senate 
passed its version .of the 1990 
Clean Air Act, legislation that as 
it is now written could strike a 
blow to a major Southern Illinois 
industry and raise utility rates 
for everyone in the state 

To their credit, Tlinois’ two 
senators voted against this bill; 
obviously, not because of its pos- 
itive goals of reducing air_pollu- 
tion, but rather because of the 
devastating effect it will have on 
Illinois consumers as well as 
mine workers. 

It’s unfortunate that the Sen- 
ate bill is so tough on Illinois, 
because there is almost univer- 
sal agreement that our air needs 
to be cleaned up. Emissions 
from America’s industrial 
past: automobiles and. utilities 

ve for too long polluted our air 
and water, and decimated natu- 
ral resources — forests, streams 
and other wilderness areas. 

The Clean Air Act’s basic goal 
is to cut down on acid rain, air 
toxins, smog and ozone by limit- 
ing polluting emissions from 
industries, automobiles.and utili- 
ty plants. Particularly signifi- 
cant to the’ Midwest is the acid 
rain section of the bill which 
calls for the 111 ‘‘dirtiest’’ coal- 
fired power plants in the U.S. to

year to cut sulfur dioxide emis- 
sions, requiring rate increases of 
20 percent or more — a cost 
passed along to utility customers 
in Illinois. ‘ 

Illinois taxpayers should not 
have-to pay a disproportionate 
share of the Clean Air burden, 
as would be required under the 


Senate bill. The need for clean ‘ 


air is a national problem, not 
just a regional one, and we need

Wim Hogan and Hendrickson 
both started gollege at Eastern 
Illinois. Hogah stayed for one 

ear before returning home. 
‘Hendrickson was cut in the fall 
of his freshman year and hooked 
on at Lewis and Clark Communi- 
ty College for two seasons before 
receiving a baseball scholarship 
at SIUE. Jamie Hogan originally 
went to SIU-Carbondale to play 
football, but that didn’t wor!

“This is a fun team’ to pitch 
for,” said Hendrickson. ‘‘It's like 
the Oakland A’s the way we can 
score runs most of the time.””

11 years of burning 
‘down the blues road

For the Soulard Blues Band, being the torch- 
bearers for a tradition doesn’t mean being stodgy. 
. After 11 years of burning down the blues road, 
= band has made quite a local reputation. 

The band’s music generally can be described as 

“the blues.’’ Their music taps into Chicago blues, 

Delta blues, R&B, Zydeko and swing — always 
‘reaching further and further back into the blues 
archives. 

This is a band of ‘‘blue-bloods’’ in -the best sense 

of the word: Art Dwyer on upright bass, Rich 
Cotton on saxophone, Kirk Grice on drums, Jim 
McClaren on harmonica’ and Larry Griffith on“gui- 
tar. 

The band proves it night after night with get- 

up-and-groove readings of Albert King, Muddy 

aters, B.B. King, as well as older songs by the 
“likes of Robert’ Johnson and their own original 
=material. 

Theirs is no post-mortem interest in raising the 

ghosts of blues past, however. 

‘Any exposure to their rousing live act will con- 
evince: The sets are spontaneous — Dwyer says 

4 they have ‘never made a set list’? — as the band 
géts its cues from its audience as much as whoev- 
er calls out the next song. 
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er numbers loca! lly. 

The blues is alive for this and other local bands, 
and the last few years seem to have witnessed a 
reawakening of ‘‘roots rock,” especially the blues, 
altheugh a breakthrough on ‘the national level is 
only -slowly coming. The Tracy Chapmans and 
Robert Crays are precious few. 

Dwyer attributes this to the inherently difficult 
nature of capturing the feeling of live perfor- 
mances in the sterile atmosphere of the recordin 
studio and the inability of producers to recor 
authentic blues. - 

“The problem isn’t the music -but how it’s 
rééorded,” he says. ‘You can see a band live, and 
they’re amazing. But when you buy the album, 
you might be disappointed. So many overdubs and 
slick production.’’ 

This is on his mind as he and his band mates 
finish an album of their own, their third, which is 
due early this summer, tentatively titled ‘‘Gone, 
Gone, Gone.” 

“We figure it’s a good way to start off the ’90s, 
man,’’ Dwyer says. 

“The trick is capturing it all on vinyl.” 

Playing the blues four or five nights (or more) a 
week is not all for Dwyer. Drawing on encyclope- 
dic knowledge and a love of his craft, he hosts

It is an attitude that carries him through his 
work.

We haven’t limited our- 
selves to-any one génre. We feel we represent 
many variations of the blues. 

“I’ve watched the blues scene grow,’’ he contin- 
ues. ‘‘I've felt lucky that ple who know what 
the blues are really about are out there and hav- 
ing a good time with us..To some people, the local 
music scene _is_unsatisfactory. But that means

makes it easier and harder at the same _ time. 
There’s a lot of uncharted territory. It’s like a 
volunteer job, only we’re getting paid. We’re work- 
ing for ourselves, no boss telling us about ‘quality 
control.’ There are five guys doing that.”’ 

The Soulard Blues Band has been-a proving 
ground of sorts: for some 20 musicians. Dwyer is 
the only member to remain from the beginning. 
Musicians currently on the local scene who ‘have 
seen tenure in the band include Rondo Leewright, 
the big voice behind Rondo’s Blues Deluxe, Larry 
Thurston of Sounds of the City, Marvin ‘‘Fuzz 
Martin of The Marsha Evans Coalition, Bo Shaby 
and Tim Burns of ‘‘Wiseguys’’ fame. 

As one-might imagine from its namesake, the 
band is a popular mainstay in the Soulard neigh- 
borhood, though they can be found playing to audi- 


dent when the weather is nice. 


They are veterans of local benefit concerts, hav- 
ing splayed on behalf of erstwhile vice presidential , 
candidate Lloyd Bensen at Washington University, 
Patti Thomas of Doc Terry & the Pirates (when 
she was recovering from injuries sustained in an 
automobile accident last year), and on Annie 
Malone Day, to name but a few. Their latest loeal 
benefit took’ place April 2 to raise funds and tib- 
thump for The New Theater at Mississippi Nights. 
A charity concert for the Arthritis Foundation is 
scheduled for April 20 at the Sheldon.

cations to be ready to rebid in 
six to eight weeks. 

‘Based on present revenues and 

jjections, the county has only 
Sie million for the construction 
and renovation work, said coun- 
ty auditor Fred Bathon. Even if

several bid alternates were to be 
scrapped, the Korte bid would 
still put the county $800,000 over 
budget, he said.

With contingencies figured in, 
Bathon said, the county is about

Belleville leading this 
area in census response

WASHINGTON — Belleville 
residents are returning their 1990 
census forms at a rate that, 
exceeds almost any. other area 
in_the state, according to the lat- 
est Census Bureau figures. 

With a census return rate of 66 
percent, Belleville ranks behind 
only two other cities in Illinois, 
Hoffman Estates at 70 percent 
and Des Plaines at 71 percent. 

It is far outpacing the state- 
wide rate of 61.9 percent and the 
national rate of 57, percent, a 
Census Bureau spokesman said. 

However, the figure still lags 
behind the 70 recent national 
return rate the Bureau had 
hoped to achieve by April 1, 
Consus: Director Barbara Bryant 
said. 


Illinois ranked 11th nationwide 
while Alaska scored the worst 
with a 44.2 percent return rate. 

At the present rate, only 62 
percent of the of the 100 million 
households targeted will have 


«mailed in their forms by the 


time door-to-door census takers 
start their work, Bryant said. __ 

That is not good news for the 
Bureau. Its budget is based on a 
70 percent return rate and each 
percentage point below that will 
cost the bureau $10 million to 
hire additional census takers, 
Bryant said. 

The Bureau admits that it left 
out approximately 1.5 percent of 
the population during its last 
census in 1980.
